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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-28 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record (Howard '341 ) fails to teach or fairly suggest the step of determining whether the 
test strip has been misidentified and does not do so using the test pads, in combination 
with the remaining features and elements of the claimed invention. Furthermore, it is 
noted in applicant's arguments on p. 9-13 (filed on 3/2/09), that Howard's error 
determinations are not inherently the same as applicant's claimed misidentification of 
the test strip step because such error determinations refer to improper procedural 
methods.
